The Authots that have been moft confulted by Dr. 
Salmon in compofing this Herbal, are Baubinus, Brunfeljiue, 
Cefalpinus , Camerarius, Clufius, Diofcorides, Dodoneus, Dus 
rantes, Fuchfius, Gerard, Fohnfon, Lobel and Pena, Leomices 
rus, Lugdunenfis, Matthiolus, Parkinfon, RueHius, Schroder, 
Tabernemontanus, Theophrafius, and Tragus. Befides thofe 
Authors, many others have keen made ufe upon feveral 
Oceafions, without the Help of which this Noble Work 
would not have been fo compleat as it is.

The Author gives in every Chapter the various Prepa- 
rations ofeach Plant, both Galenick and Chymick; which 
was never performed by any other Author before. Thus 
he gives the whole Refult of the Plant , and teaches ina 
few Words how it is to be ufed and applied, in all the 
Cifes, and to all the Diftempers', to which it may: be ap- 
propriated. That the Readers may the berter underftand

The Florifts will find in this Work a compleat Account 
of the choice Flowers, cultivated in England. They are 
not placed by themfelves , but interfperfed through the 
whole Book in an Alphabetical Order, The Author treats 
of their Culcuré; and fiews how ‘tany Ways they may 
be managed and increafed : A \woble Subjet# , Layshe’, but 
neuer brought into any Herbal before this.’ 

A confiderable Part of Dr. Salmen's Intredu@ion runs 
upon the Qualities of Medicines. He does very much 
enlarge upon that Subject , and upon Galenich Internal, 
Topical or External, and Chymieal Preparations. In the 
next place, he treats of the Virtues of Medicines , and of 
Dofes, Uses, and Applications. He appears a great Admi- 
ret of Paracelfas, and calls him ‘a wonderful Spirit, and a 
great Man, “ who not only thewd the Weaknefs of Empi- 
“ vicifm , of Galemick Medicines, and Medicafters’, but un- 
“veiled and broughe the Arts of Medicine out of their 
““ Rubbith, and fet them ina true Light , for the general 
“ Good of Mankind ”’. 

Hete follows another Paflage, whereby the Readers 
may fee what Dr. Satmon thinks of the Ancient Phyficians. 
** The Medical Art, ( fays be ) and all ies Rules; even the

R. ZELLER defigning to write a Book,pitch’d 
M upon the Red Herfer, as being an admirable 


Type of the Meffias. He makes feveral Obfer. 
vations to fhew the wonderful Agreement obfervable be- 
tween the Old and the New Teftament, and quotes fe- 
veral fewifh Writers, who affirm.-that all the Laws, and 
all the Ceremonies and Sacrifices appoitited by Mofes, 
concern the Meffias. Thofe Authors maintain that there 
is a Myftical.Senfe concealed under the Literal ; and it is 
faid in the Talmud of Babylon, That whoever explains a 
Text-only in a Literal Senfe, is a Liar. Mr. Zeller adds, 
That many Chriftians , both ancient and modern, went 
upon the fame Principles, and, in Imitation of the Jews, 
undertook to explain the Types of the Law of Mofer, and 
applied them to the Mefflias. He cites, befides feveral 
Fathers, a prodigious Number of Modern Divines ; and 
doés not forget co take notice of a French Book entitled, 
Mofes Unveiled , ( Moyfe Devoil/ ). The Author informs 
us, that in order to write an exatt Treatife concerning 
the Ked Heifer , he took care to confult feveral Rabbins 
in his Travels, being perfuaded chat the Jews are beft able 
to give a full Account of every thing relating to that Ce- 
remony. 

I thall fay nothing of Maimonides’s Tra&t, that I may 
the more enlarge upon Mr. Zeler’s Difcourfe. 


It appears from theT eftimonies of feveral Rabbins quo- 
ted by our Author, that the fews look upon the Law con- 
cerning the Red Heifer, as a very deep Myftery. Whoever 
prefumes to unfold it, is accounted a Rafh Man by the 
Jewifh Writers. Some of them maintain, that none but 
Mofes did ever know the true Reafon of that Law. Mr. 
Zeller fays, The Red Heifer was bought at the Publick 
Charges ; and affures us, that the was to be fo perfec, 
that no Private Man would have been Rich enough to 
make fuch a Purchafe. The Few: are ftrangely puzzied to 
find out the Reafon , why God order’d to facrifice a Fe- 
male ; fince it was Lawful to offer either a Male or a Fe- 
male upon all other Occafions; and why the Heifer was to

They are too. abfurd to be inferted here, According to 
fome Fewifh DoStors, the Red Heifer could not have been 
offered , if any body had got on her Back , or fwimmed 
over a River holding her by the Tail, ce. 

The Prieft, appointed to. facrifice the Heifer, was not 
allowed to lie with his Wife, nor even to Sleep, the Night 
before that Ceremony, for fear of fome Accident thar 
might have made him. unclean. The. Heifer was Jaid 
upon a Pile of Wood made like a Tower. It was not 
lawful to receive the Blood of the Victim into any Veffel: 
and Mr. Zeer wonders Me, te Clere fhould fay, contrary Ne 
the Opinion of all the ews, that the Blood was received 
into a Bafon, Our Author has colle&ed whatever is to 
be found in the Zewifh Writers concerning the Red Hei- 
fer: HisBook is full of Rabbinical Learning, I fhall not 
give a particular Account of all the Circumftances (ci. 
ther true or falfe ). mention’d by the Rabbins :, Such an 
Account would hardly be acceptable co the Readers. 

Mr, Zeer draws a Parallel becween the Red Heifer and 
Jefus Chrift, in order to thew their Conformity ; and 
sppeis very much difpleafed with Dr. Spencer for faying, 
that ‘tis a hard matter for.any one to digeft. this Doétrine; 
viz. That all the Circumftances belonging.to the Cere. 
mony of the Red Heifer, do perfectly agree with the 
Circumftances of Chrift’s Crucifixion ;. Halidum requiré 
fiomachum ad concoquendum hane fententiam, Quod omnes 
circumftantia in hoe ritu.cum circumpanfliis crucifixionis 
Chrifti comveniant juxta © concordent.
